Major JOSEPH A. AVERY of the Judge Advocate General's 
Office, Munitions Building, stated that he has known the applicant for . 
a good many years'and, is wel.1 .acquainted with him, as well as wit h 
his family background. Major AVERY stated that the applicant's 
father • is a well-known practicing lawyer in South Bend,' Indiana, of 
excellent standing in ‘the community, and well known-' for his civic 
interests.. Major AVERY states that the applicant's father is an- 
excellent lawyer, having been . retained in various important cases.. 



■Concerning the .applicant. Major AVERY said that: he ,pos- ( . , 
sesses an excellent personality arid is a good' mixer, having -a physical 
appearance which IS also pleasing . Concerning his • physical . .abilities. 
Major AVERY said that he did not think that the 'applicant was partic- 
ularly athletically inclined although he was well built and seemed 
physically fit. .However-, he stated that the applicant did ’wear 
glasses, and his eyes may possibly be -below' standard.' Major AVERY ■ 
stated that the applicant has very lately been . elec ted. as the presi- 
dent of the St. Joe (Indiana)' County Bar Association, which is unusual 
because of. his age.. 



Concerning the morals, character, and integrity of the 
applicant. Major AVERY- said that these ; were all of uniform excel- 
lence and continued, that. he knew of no other young lawyer to whom, 
he would want to give as- high a recommendation in this, respect. a : s, ■ 
YIAGLEY.' Major AVERY pointed out that shortly after war was de- 
clared, the applicant was possessed with the urge to find himself- . 
something to do for his country, and as a result, came to Washington 
with a desire to get-., a- commission, in either the Army- or the Navy.- 
ii-e .was unable to- get a commission in the Array due .to the fact bhat 
the Army is -taking- no legal, talent at' this time, and Major AVERY' 
did not know definitely why applicant was not able' to^g-et into

BATH' stated, that he had known' the., applicant since 
their school days ; when they both attended the South Bend schools, 
where -they were: very good 'friends-. - - BATH stated -that the applicant, 
was popular in school, having friends . among.. all type's of students., 
and being, a good mixer and a friend to everybody, although he was 
from the "upper, crust" of South- Bend.

his country in this emergency. Ha was unable to make connections 
with the Army or Havf:, and at the advice of Congressman GRAHT 
and other pf Ms "friends / .had made art .application, to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation.
